Consumer Still 
Controls Prices 


In a rebuke to critics of recent price increases 
by major steel producers, Benjamin F. Fairless of 
U. S. Steel Corp. reminded an assem blage of the 
Pennsy lv ania Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
that it is the public itself that still controls the 


price of any commodity . 
During inflationary periods prices will con­ 
tinue to rise until the saturation point is reached 
and the consumer balks at pay ing more. In short, 
the law of supply and demand is still in effect. 
Fairless also blasted the false opinion held by 
many people that the selling price of an articie 
is reached by adding the cost of making the article 
“ to whatev er profit the manufacturer desires. As 
the chairman of Big Steel’s ex ecutiv e adv isory 
com m ittee said, ” ThL, of course, isn’t ev en re­ 
motely correct, since that theory com pletely ignores 
the competitors and consumers who determ ine all 


prices in a free and competitiv e market.” 
FTirthermore, criticism of the steel industry ’s 
increased rates has not come from the consumer» 
as ev idenced by the ev er-increasing sales records, 
but from professional critics in the form of cer­ 
tain commentators, colum nists and gov ernm ent 


officials. 
“ Our custom ers know at first glance whether 
the price is right or not . . . and they render their 
combined v erdict without any political speeches or 
v ote-getting cliches,” is the way Mr. Fairless sum­ 
med it up. 
The public should familiarize itself 
with this power it has, for it alone controls the 


nation’s economy .

Washington Officials Often Resort 


To Off- Record Talk To Issue News 


WASHINGTON — The pu b l i c 
doesn't generally realize it, but one 
of the chief techniques of getting 
news out to the press in the last 
three years has been through off- 
the-record conferences. 
This is a dev ice whereby a small 
group of newsmen are inv ited to 
dinner or cock tails with a high offi­ 
cial who proceeds to unload cer­ 
tain ideas he wanL tc^ get across 
and which can be published pro­ 
v ided his name isn't mentioned. 
This puts him in a position where 
he can duck or deny if the infor­ 
mation back fires and where the 
newsmen are left holding the bag. 
Some newsmen hav e been burnt 
S3 many times with these confi­ 
dential news conferences that they 
won't attend any more. The press 
associations, 
among 
others, 
are 
cautious 
about 
using 
this 
type 
of material. 
They k now that the 
net result is either a distortion of 
the 
news or confusion 
(or the 
public. 
Howev er, quite a few trained 
seals lap up the^^e chances to hud­ 
dle with the alleged great despite

. . The Yalta myth has arisen in the post-war 
decade, 10 years filled with fears that gradually replaced 
the purposiv eness with which we had faced the great 
depression and the Axis powers. Among the sources of 
our fears has been the recognition that as a nation we 
hav e not been notably successful at fashioning strong and 
tranquil relations with the other peoples of the war-torn 
world. The tim es hav e been fertile for v isions of hob­ 
goblins. A menacing outer world can readily be peopled 
in the fearful imagination with demons and wick ed 
sorcerers.” 


Of course, Alger Hiss was in prison during much 
of the cold w ar and he may not hav e heard the 
details of the Korean and Indochina wars, and he 
may feel that those Americans who were k illed in 
the Korean War were fighting hobgoblins, but Sov iet 
Russia is too real for the American people to forget 
all the m iseries that hav e come to us from our 
association with that country. 


One would hav e imagined that Alger Hiss might, in 
the peace of the Lewisburg prison, hav e had « .aple tim e 
and quietude to search his soul and to resolv e w hatev er 
doubts he may hav e had in fav or of the United States, 
but this article shows, béyond misconstruction, that he 
still believ es that the United States was all wrong and 
that only Sov iet Russia m ade concessions at Yalta. 
In 
fact, one subhead in this article reads; 
“ The Russians 
Made the Concessions." 
It must be granted that such 
subheads arc usually inserted not by the authors but by 
editors. Whoev er did the job could nev er '.lav e read the 
Yalta papers as issued by the State Department. 
Alger Hiss says that the reaction to the ev ils of Y alta 
is a "m ade-in-Amcrica" myth. This paragraph is truly 
amazing: 
"Ev en the em battled Formosan adherents of Chiang 
Kai-shek , chief ‘v ictim s’ in the Yalta myth, hav e felt no 
urge to inv ent a saga of shame about the conference. 
True, their spok esmen when talk ing to Americans hav e 
from time to time displayed custom ary Oriental courtesy 
by employing some of the cliches of tlie Yalta story. But 
0 one senses that these instances prov e only their close 
fam iliarity with the American idiom and folk ways. There 
is no indication that the myth has rooted in the tropical 
soil of Taiwan” 


It is difficult to understand what .Alger Hiss is 
trying to prov e in this artielr. We hav e before us the 
past 10 years of costly history. 
We k now of our 
burden of war time taxes in peace-time. We see our 
national debt rising because of expensiv e defense 
expenditures. W'e are forced to maintain a conscript 
arm y. 
We hav e liv ed through the cold war. 
Our 
atomic inv entions hav e been stolen by the conspira­ 
torial groups, not altogether remov ed from those 
groups to w hich Hiss was accused of belonging at his 
trials. Vet this man is giv en an opportunity to mock 
at OS in this magazine.

Two instances of injustice occur­ 
red recently — one in connection 
with the income taxes of a well- 
k nown actor, and the other in re­ 
lation to a special plane and $10,- 
000 of expense to Oy some sena­ 
tors back home trom Europe. 
Nothing Improper 
Groucho Marx was the actor w/ho 
was headlined last week ak owing 
the gov ernment some back taxes. 
It wasn’t emphasized, 
howev er, 
that he had a legal right to dispute 
the tax bill rendered him by the 
Treasury. He had, of course, dis­ 
closed all details of his income as 
required by law. and had tak en his 
case to the U. S. Tax Court on an 
appeal. 
If he loses the case, he 
not only pays all the taxes but 
interest at 6 per cent for the time 
elapsing from 
the day the tax 
originally was due. 
There is nothing improper in 
what Marx has done. It is a civ il 
suit that has been filed by him and 
it is not in any sense a crim inal 
case. Yet, the innuendo has been 
conv eyed that m aybe he was doing 
something wrong in declining to 
pay the taxes assessed against him 
before getting a final adjudication 
of his claim s against the Treasury. 
Reputation with public audiences 
is v ery important to an actor. 
There are iiterally thousands of 
such civ il cases on tax m atters 
ev ery year, but. Marx was selected 
for news attention as if something 
unusual had occurred and without 
pointing out clearly to the public 
that he way m erely av ailing him­ 
self of his legal rights.

The impression 
in the first day’s dispatches was 
that the senators were responsible 
for an alleged extrav agance of 
$10,000 ot taxpayers’ money.

Held Proper Before 
What the public was not giv en 
to understand is that, ev en if the 
senators had ask ed for special 
transportation, 
they would hav e 
been well justified so far as tax­ 
payers’ money is concerned. This 
form of expenditure has been held 
proper in other agencies of the 
gov ernment. 
Time and again the American 
people—and particularly Congress 
—hav e been criticized abroad for 
an alleged tendency toward “ isola­ 
tionism .” 
The United States has 
been represented as indifferent to 
the problems of other countries. In 
recent years this criticism 
has 
lessened as Congress haS shown 
generosity in helping the rest of 
the world. 
So, when any m em ber of Con- 


grcsc will tak e time to go to other 
countries to study conditions there, 
it is a gain for America. It means 
that the legislators will be better 
able to understand just what finan­ 
cial aid shall be giv en and what 
shall be subtracted. 
Some m em ­ 
bers of Congress hav e come back

1 Consumer Still 
Controls Prices 


In a rebuke to critics of recent price increases 
by major steel producers, Benjamin F. Fairless of 
U. S, Steel Corp. reminded an assemblage of the 
Pennsylvania 
Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association 
that it is the public itself that still controls the 
price of any commodity. 
During inflationary periods prices will con­ 
tinue to rise until the saturation point is reached 
and the consumer balks at paying more. In short, 
the law of supply and demand is still in effect. 
Fairless also blasted the false opinion held by 
many people that the .selling price of an article 
is reached by adding the cost of making the article 
to whatever profit the manufacturer desires. As 
the chairman of Big Steel’s executive advisory 
committee said. “This, of course, isn t even re­ 
motely correct, since that theory completely ignores 
the competitors and consumers who determine all 
prices in a free and competitive market.” 
Furthermore, criticism of the steel industry’s 
increased rates has not come from the consumer, 
as evidenced by the ever-increasing sales records, 
but from professional critics in the form of cer* 
fain commentators, columnists and 
government 


officials. 
“Our customers know at first glance whether 
the price is right or not . . . and they render their 
combined verdict without any political speeches or 
vote-getting cliches,” is the way Mr. Fairless sum­ 
med it up. 
The public should familiarize itself 
with this power it has, for it alone controls the 


nation's economy. 


These Days

The Pocket Book magazine, which sells on racks in 
drug stores and such places, publishes in its issue that 
is now on sale an article by Alger Hiss on “ Y alta." It 
is, in fact, the lead article. 
Preceding the article is a biography of the author 
which I give you in full as it appears. 
“ Alger Hiss was born in Baltimore in 1904. He took 
his A B. at Johns Hopkins University, and his law degree 
at H arvard Law School. 
In 1936 he entered the State 
Departm ent, where from 1944 to 1947 he specialized in 
United Nations affairs. In 1947 he resigned to accept the 
presidency of the Carnegie Endowment *.sr International 
Peace. 
He was a member of the United States Dele­ 
gation to the Yalta conference, serving as technical 
advisor on questions relating to the United Nations, At 
present he makes his home in New York City.” 


Nothing appears in this article about Alger His* 
haling been convicted for perjury after two trials. 
Nothing is said about his serving a sentence in a 
federal prison for such perjury. Nor is anything said 
about the trials and the perjury having had some­ 
thing to do with conspiracy on behalf of Soviet Russia. 


Therefore, this biographical sketch might lead some 
readers to believe either that it is another Alger Hiss or 
that Hiss has been exonerated or that the author of the 
biographical sketch is a liar by his omissions. 
This magazine gives currency to such sentences as 
these in the year 1955; 
. . The Yalta myth has arisen in the post war 
decade. IO years filled with fears that gradually replaced 
the purposiveness with which we had faced the great 
depression and the Axis powers. 
Among the sources of 
our fears has been the recognition that as a nation we 
have not been notably successful at fashioning strong and 
tranquil relations with the other peoples of the war-torn 
world. The tim es have been fertile for visions of hob­ 
goblins. A menacing outer world can readily be peopled 
in the fearful imagination with demons and wicked 
sorcerers." 


Of course, Alger Hiss was in prison during much 
of the cold war and he may not have heard the 
details of the Korean and Indochina w ars, and he 
may feel that those Americans who were killed in 
the Korean War were fighting hobgoblins, but Soviet 
Russia is too real for the American people to forget 
all the m iseries that have come to us from our 
association with that country. 


One would have imagined that Aiger Hiss might, in 
the peace of the Lewisburg prison, have had am ple time 
and quietude to search his soul and to resolve whatever 
doubts he may have had in favor of the United States, 
but this article shows, beyond m isconstruction, that he 
still believes that the United States was all wrong and 
that only Soviet Russia made concessions at Yalta. 
In 
fact, one subhead in this article reads; 
“The Russians 
Made the Concessions.” 
It must be granted that such 
subheads are usually inserted not by the authors but by 
editors. Whoever did the job could never liave read the 
Yalta papers as issued by the State Departm ent. 
Alger Hiss says that the reaction to the evils of Yalta 
is a “ m ade in-America” myth. This paragraph is truly 
amazing 
“ Even the em battled Formosan adherents of Chiang 
Kai-shek, chief ‘victims’ in the Yalta m yth, have felt no 
urge to invent a saga of shame about the conference. 
True, their spokesmen when talking to Americans have 
from time to time displayed customary’ Oriental courtesy 
by employing some of the cliches of Hie Yalta story. But 
one senses that these instances prove only their close 
fam iliarity with the American idiom and folkways. There 
TS no indication that the myth has rooted in the tropical 
soil of Taiw an.” 


WASHINGTON - The p u b l i c 
doesn't generally realize it. but one 
of the chief techniques of getting 
news out to the press in the last 
three years has been through off- 
the-record conferences. 
This is a device whereby a small 
group of newsmen are invited to 
dinner or cocktails with a high offi­ 
cial who proceeds to unload cer­ 
tain ideas he want. t($ get across 
and which can be published pro­ 
vided his name isn’t mentioned 
This puts him in a position w here 
he can duck or deny if the infor­ 
mation backfires and where the 
newsmen are left holding the bag. 
Some newsmen have been burnt 
s i many times with these confi­ 
dential news conferences that they 
won t attend any more. The press 
associations, 
among others, 
are 
cautious 
about 
using 
this 
type 
of m aterial. 
They know that the 
net result is either a distortion of 
the 
news or confusion 
for the 
public. 
However, quite a few trained 
seals lap up thc*e chances to hud­ 
dle with the alleged great despite 
the manner in which these sessions 
have boomeranged 
Here are a few illustrations of 
how these so-called off-the-record 
sessions backfire and why the sub- 
lie has a hard time knowing what's 
really happening in Washington. 
Carney Backfire—On March 24

dinner of newsmen that his intelli­ 
gence gave every indication the 
Chinese Reds would attack Quemoy 
and Matsu islands off the coast 
of China by April 15.

Fragmentary Dispatches May Cause Injustices

dispatches, 
abbreviated 
because 
of lack of tim e to get the com plete 
story on the same day. can som e­ 
tim es be responsible for uninten­ 
tional 
injustices 
to 
individuals. 
These can be tar more serious to 
their reputations than the alleged 
abuses of constitutional rights so 
often m ade the subject of em o­ 
tional discussions. 
Two instances of injustice occur­ 
red recently — one in connection 
with the income taxes of a well­ 
known actor,-and the other in re­ 
lation to a special plane and S IO.* 
OOO of expense to fly some sena­ 
tors back home trom Biurope 
Nothing Improper 
Groucho Marx was the actor w ho 
was headlined last week avow ing 
the governm ent some back taxes. 
It 
w asn't 
emphasized, 
however, 
that he had a legal right to dispute 
the tax bill rendered him by the 
T reasury. He had. of course, dis­ 
closed all details of his income as 
required by law. and had taken his 
case to the U. S. Tax Court on an 
appeal. 
If he loses the case, he 
not only pays all the taxes but 
interest at 6 per cent for the tim e 
elapsing 
from the day the tax 
originally was due. 
There 
is 
nothing im proper 
in 
what M arx has done. It is a civil 
suit that has been filed by him and 
it is not in any sense a crim inal 
case. 
Yet. the innuendo has been 
conveyed that maybe he was doing 
som ething wrong in oeclining to 
pay the taxes assessed against him 
before getting a final adjudication 
of his claim s against the Treasury. 
Reputation with public audiences 
is 
very important to an actor. 
There are literally thousands of 
such civil cases on tax m atters 
every year. but. Marx was selected 
for news attention as if something 
unusual had occurred and without 
pointing out clearly to the public 
that he way merely availing him ­ 
self of his legal rights. 
The second instance of injustice 
developed with respect to the U. S. 
senators for whom a special plane 
was ordered by an overzealous

U. S. air officer. The impression 
in the first day s dispatches was 
that the senators were responsible 
for an alleged extravagance of 
$10,000 ot taxpayers’ money. Two 
days later the press reported that 
the two senators had not asked for 
a .special plane at all. 
Held Proper Before 
What the public was not given 
to understand is that, even if the 
senators 
had asked 
for special 
transportation, 
they would have 
been well justified so far as tax­ 
payers' money is concerned. This 
form of expenditure has been held 
proper in other agencies of the 
government. 
Time and again the American 
people—and particularly Congress 
—have been criticized abroad for 
an alleged tendency toward “ isola­ 
tionism.” 
The United States has 
been represented as indifferent to 
the problems of other countries. In 
recent years this criticism has 
lessened as Congress has shown 
generosity in helping the rest of 
the world. 
So, when any m em ber of Con­ 


gress will take time to go to other 
countries to study conditions there, 
it is a gain for America. It means 
that the legislators will be better 
able to understand just what finan­ 
cial aid shall be given and what 
shall be subtracted. 
Some m em ­ 
bers of Congress have come back 
recently from abroad convinced 
that such aid to foreign countries 
can be tapered off now 
A nation which is spending be­ 
tween three and four billion dol­ 
lars 
a 
year 
for

economic help for foreign coun­ 
tries. as the United States is doing, 
can well afford to pay the pittance 
necessary to transport back and 
forth any members of Congress

Kidney Stone Victim Has Two Bridges To Cross

individual with a 
kidney 
stone has two bridges to cross. 
He 
has to get rid of the stone and pre­ 
vent recurrences by tracking down 
and elim inating the cause. 
The 
initial crossing is painful, when the 
stone is sm all enough to pass by 
itself. 
Most of these rocks are rough 
and irregular and their passage is 
accom panied 
by 
intense 
pain. 
Soreness usually begins over the 
kidney area and radiates into the 
groin. 
The 
victim 
moans 
and 
groans and twists and squirm s. 


Relief occurs after the stone is ex­ 
pelled or removed surgically. 
The need for crossing the second 
bridge is obvious 
While the cause 
remains, recurrences can be ex­ 
pected in 25 to 40 per cent of the 
cases. Knowing the chemical com­ 
position of the stone helps, hence 
victims are instructed to retrieve 
the rock by straining the urine 
through a sieve 
The calcium stone serves as an

One interesting denial, with a 
recent sequel, occurred when Chal­ 
m ers Roberts of the Washington 
Post 
published a., exclusive ac­ 
count of the refusal of Governor 
Averell Harrim an of New York to 
m ake a speech for Americans for 
Democratic Action when requested 
to do so by his old friend and 
form er DC. campaign m anager. 
Joe Rauh, 
When Rauh, head of ADA, urged

was quoted as saying “ I’m not 
running out on ADA the way your 
friend Adlai Steven.>or' did.” 
Finally he was quoted as shout­ 
ing at Rauh “ get out of here.’

called the story “perfectly ridicu­ 
lous.” 
Russell Wiggins, idealistic editor 
of the Washington Post, and one 
of the best in the business, know- 
ing the source of the story, know­ 
ing its accuracy, nevertheless felt 
it necessary to play up the denial.

Plan Resumes 
Next Monday 


Supplies On Hand 
For Second Shots 


Allegany County aSchool children 
will begin receiving their second 
shot of polio vaccine next week. 
Dr. Winter R. 
Frantz, county 
health officer, said the second shot 
of the Salk vaccine will be admin­ 
istered to public 
and 
parochial 
school children who were in the 
first and second grades last year. 
Eligible for the shots are some 
3.600 second and third graders who 
received their first shots in the 
schools before the program was 
suspended. 
The shots will be administered in 
the schools next Monday through 
December 12. 
Parents will he asked this week 
to sign consent slips giving their 
consent to the continuation of the 
program. 
Dr. Frantz said the shots will 
complete the program sponsored 
by the National Polio Foundation. 
Supplies ol vaccine are on hand, 
he added, to provide 3.600 shots. 
The vaccine, prepared by the 
Pittman-Moore Company, was pur­ 
chased by the Polio Foundation 
and turned over to state health 
authorities to complete the work 
started this spring.
